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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed 
invention. Specially, the prior art fails to teach or suggest, in combination with the 
remaining elements and/or steps, a system for generating sample locations that span a 
plurality of local coordinate systems, comprising a plurality of sample generation 
circuits, and each circuit is configured to receive a 2D bin address specifying a position 
of bin ... and generate an output sequence of one or more sample displacements ... as 
recited in claims 1, 7, 10, 15, 17, 23 and 25, and each sample generation circuit 
comprises adder configured to receive a 2D bin address ... and an address transform 
unit ... as recited in claims 11, 18, 27 and 29; and a method for selecting sample 
positions for a specific sample bin in a region of sample space corresponding to one of 
a set of clustered graphics accelerators comprising selecting sample locations for 
applying sample locations by using a logic circuit configured to sum the respective x and 
y values for sample bin location ... and generate one or more sample positions by ... as 
recited in claim 21.
